MACHINE GUN PROVES 


THE MOST EFFICIENT 


WEAPON USED IN WAR 


[BV ASSOCIATED TBESS.] 


London, May 17.—Ot all the weap- 
ons used in the present war, the ma- 
chine gun has unquestionably proved 
itself the most efficient," says a Brit- 
ish expert In the Daily Mail. 
"Prob- 
ably a majority of the casualties in 
the war have been caused by this 
weapon; certainly the greater propor- 
tion of the enormous losses during 
the fighting of the post few weeks 
have been so ir.llicted. 
There are several types-of machine 
gun now in use in the British army, 
such as the Lewis, the Maxim, the 
Vickers, and the Hotchklss. 
All are 
very mobile. 
They can be moved 


quickly from one place to another, 
advantage being taken of any cover 
tht offers. 
Each class 9!' machine 
gun has with it a squad of about ten 
rr-en. 
Should they find themselves 
pressed too closely, they take up their 
weapon, fall back -with it, and re'- 
open flre upon ths enemy from the 
next favorable position. 
One authority has declared that in 
the field one machine gun Is worth 
almost a whole battalion 
of 
men 
armed with rifles. 
Few soldiers can 
keep up fifteen rounds per minuto 
rapid-fire with a rifle, but a machine 
gun can discharge 600 rounds In a 
minute, and the Vickers 
can dis- 
charge l.f.OO rounds without stopping. 
Bullets pour from the muzzle In a 
rapid devastating stream, and as these 
Srnns use the same kind of ammuni- 
tion as a rifle, There is little difficulty 
in keeping them fed. 
The l>ewis gun is described as the 
most mobile. 
One man fires it, using 
forty-seven rounds in succession. Be- 
side him is another man who puts on 
fresh trays of ammunition as 
re- 
quired, the change being made in two 
seconds. 
Meanwhile other men are 
hard at work filling- trays ar.d passing 
them on for use. The gun has an 
eftectlTe range of about 1,200 yards

The case will come up for trial 
at the fall term: of the circuit court. 
A. M. Hull and 
Frank 
Maxwell, 
milk producers from Milton, started 
the action against'the dairy company 
on the grounds that they were not 
given full payment for the milk deliv- 
ered during the month of March, and 
April. Testimony was given 
by the 


plaintiffs before the judge this morn- 
ing and in default of the appearance 
o£:tho Kee and Chapell 
company, 
judgment was 
demanded 
by Attor- 
neys Pierce 
and 
Tallman. . Judge 
Maxfleld rendered the 
judgment in 
favor of the plaintiffs,-which amount- 
ed to J937.21,-'bf which 137.01 cover- 
ed the costs in the ease. 
According, to Attorney Fisher 
he 
did not appear for the company be- 
cause it had been agreed between the 
attorneys that the case would not be 
tried until both parties were ready for 
the action! Due to the fact that Mr. 
Chapell could not be Jn the city and 
the company's attorney in 
Chicago 
was busy, Attorney 
Fisher1 decided 
not to appear and to appeal the case. 
At the time the case 
comes 
before 
Judge Grimm the company will flght 
the case and attempt to reverse the 
Judgment rendered

The ten other cases involving the 
payment for the
